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BRITAIN THINKS. SCUTTLING 
OF GRAF SPEE INDICATES 
GERMANS EXPECT TO LOSE 


LONDON, Dec. 18. 
REAT BRITAIN sees in the 
scuttling of the Admiral 
Graf Spee evidence that the 
German Government expects de- 
feat in the war, an official 
spokesman said today. 

“If the Graf Spee had been 
interned,” he said, “she would 
have reverted to Germany at 
the end of the war—provided 
Germany won. 

“Since she was scuttled on in- 
structions of the German Gov- 
ernment the conclusion must be 
that the Nazis do not think Ger- 


would respect the term fixed by 
Uruguay. : 

“But,” he concluded, “due to the 
fact that the Uruguayan Govern- 
ment refuses me the possibility pro- 
vided for by The Hague convention 
of putting my ship in condition to 
navigate, I am not disposed to de- 
liver to the control of this country 
the ship, which moreover has not 
suffered during battle with regard 
to its potentiality to combat. 

“In these conditions, no other so- 
lution offers itself to me than to 
sink my ship through explosion in 
proximities of the coast, disembark- 
ing my crew as it may be possible.” 
The Admiral Graf Spee had been 
examined by an Uruguayan naval 
board after reaching here five days 
ago, shot-torn from battle and bear- 
ing 36 dead. The board considered 
72 hours sufficient to patch its hull 
and make it navigable.

They echoed for many 
miles and sent thousands of startled 
Uruguayans to their roof tops to 
witness what they thought was a 
second great naval battle off Amer- 
ica’s shores. 

In three minutes—at 7:28 p. m 
The Graf Spee was a scuttled ship, 
a burning hulk, steaming and hiss- 
ing under 25 feet of water. 

All Montevideo saw or heard it 
blown up, the Nazi swastika still 
proudly flying, as a sunset haze 
drifting in from the sea was abou 
to hide it from.the shore and from 
the guns of British warships wait- 
ing below the horizon. 

Soon only the superstructure 
showed and even this sank from 
view about a half hour later when 
a second series of explosions shot 
a column of flame and smoke from 
the wreckage, apparently as flames 
reached munitions and fuel un- 
touched by the first blasts. 

The ebbing tide early today un- 
covered parts of bow, stern and 
some remaining superstructure. 
This correspondent, making a two- 
hour launch trip around the water 
grave, found the Graf Spee almost 
split in two, but still upright. 


Guns and Stack in Position. 

Its prow was warped, and its 
hull glowed from the heat, but 
guns, turret and stack were in po- 
sition. For about 1000 yards 
around, the odor of burned fuel oil 
was almost overwhelming. 

From the tower of Montevideo’s 
tallest building, the correspondent 
saw the Graf Spee first move out 
of the harbor limits as though 
headed toward the sea, where pow- 
erful telescopes could see a British 
cruiser—identified by one official 
as the 10,000-ton Cumberland—on 
patrol. 

How many Allied ships waited to 
engage the Graf Spee had she made 
a run for it was not known. Be- 
sides the Cumberland, however, it 
was believed the British light cruis- 
ers Ajax and Achilles, whose guns 
put the Graf Spee to flight Wednes- 
day, and the 26,500-ton French bat- 
tleship Dunkerque were keeping 
guard. 

But when three miles off shore 
and still well within Uruguayan 
territorial waters, the German war- 
ship went hard to starboard. 

It moved slowly for a time with 
the slower Tacoma in its wake. 
Then it appeared to anchor as a 
pair of tugs from Buenos Aires, 
one of them towing a barge, drew 
alongside. 

A telescope picked out what 
looked like seabags and small bun- 


Thousands ashore watched in as- 
tonishment as a great plume of 
smoke rose over the wreck. Then 
a second explosion, and a third, 
and the Admiral Graf Spee settled 
to its death with flames bursting 
above her. 

German Minister Otto Langmann 
charged the Uruguayan deadline 
had given the Graf Spee only a 
period of one hour and 45 minutes 
between 6:15 p. m. and 8 p. m, in 
which to sail. 

It could not sail before 6:15 last 
night, he contended, because the 
British merchant ship Dunston 
Grange had sailed at that hour the 
night before, and international law 
prohibits a belligerent warship 
from leaving a neutral harbor with- 
in 24 hours after an enemy mer- 
chantman. 

The other limit was the Uruguay- 
an deadline for leaving, or facing 
internment. : 

The German legation disclosed 
part of a protest to Uruguay, de- 
scribing as a “flagrant violation of 
international rights and usages,” 
the Uruguayan Government’s re- 
fusal to give the Graf Spee’s com- 
mander time he deemed necessary 
to make his warship seaworthy. 

Capt. Langsdorff himself, in a 
note to Langmann from the battle- 
ship, accused Uruguay of expelling 
the Graf Spee “notwithstanding that 
unpostponable repairs necessary for 
re-establishment of seaworthiness 
“could not be effected within the 
allowed time. 

“I must state,” he declared, “that 
the ruling. of the Council of Min- 
isters of the Republic of Uruguay 
forces me to abandon the port of 
Montevideo with a ship which has 
not been repaired in the manner 
necessary for security of naviga- 
tion of the same. 

“Dangers of Navigation.” 

“To sally onto the high seas would 
mean, therefore, negligently endan- 
gering a crew composed of more 
than’a thousand men. Wherefore, 
I emphasize again that I do not 
refer to danger due to any action 
of the enemy, but only exclusively 
the general dangers of naviga- 

on.”

The armored ship Admiral Graf 
Spee was not granted necessary 
time from the Uruguayan Govern- 
ment it needed in re-establishing 
seaworthiness.

Heywood Broun espoused a thou- 
sand social and political causes. He 
championed them in his daily news- 
paper column, in magazine articles, 
on the rostrum, in picket lines and 
however his fertile mind could de- 
vise a means of expression.

Rad- 
icals denied he was any of these, 
and some of them substituted un- 
complimentary adjectives describ- 
ing Broun’s political and social 
philosophy. 

A master of “the light touch,” he 
could spend 700 words on almost 
any subject and command the at- 
t ntion of a large reading public. 
Occasionally he turned his fire on 
a particular phase of sports, or the 
drama, both of which hee covered 
early in his newspaper career. Often 
he chided himself in print for self- 
admitted weaknesses for selecting 
slow horses on a fast track, for an 
occasional slightly bibulous disposi- 
tion and for occasional dull writing. 


Broun became a “free employ- 
ment bureau” early in the de- 
pression and persuaded employers} 
to hire several thousand men. 

He was elected president of the 
American Newspaper Guild when 
it was formed in 1933 and was re- 
elected at each subsequent annual 
convention. In this capacity, he 
had been active in labor circles and 
led campaigns which resulted in the 
Guild’s affiliation, first, with the 
American Federation of Labor and, 
later, with the Congress of Indus- 
trial Organization.

Two Naval Trawlers Lost. 

In addition the Admiralty an- 
nounced the naval trawlers Evelina 
and Sedgefly were so long overdue 
that they must be considered lost. 
Their crews totaled 25 men. 

The announcement did not say 
whether the trawlers were involyed 
in the German raids over the North 
Sea. F 
It was confirmed in London that 
the German steamer Antiochia, 
3106 tons, was scuttled by its crew 
last month when pursued in the 
North Atlantic. 

Britons acclaimed the past week 
their best of the war at sea, marked 
not only by the reported submarine 
blows to the German cruisers, but 
also by the scuttling of the German 
pocket battleship Admiral Graf 
Spee and the sea battle across the 
Atlantic which sent it fleeing into 
Montevideo. 

The destruction of the German 
warship by its own crew yesterday 
was derided in the British Press as 
“ignoble suicide.” 
| The Admiralty report said the 
submarine that had the brush with 
planes escorting the Bremen on its 
homeward trip from Murmansk, 
| Russia, also sank a German sub- 
marine. 

The German high command 
‘acknowledged last week that an 
“underwater explosion near one 
light cruiser” had caused damage, 
but called it “unimportant.” 

For the fourth successive day, 
meanwhile, the War Office an- 
nounced a list of prisoners from 
German submarines — seven men 
this time—bringing the total up to 
169. 

The British hailed the feat of the 
Ursula in sinking the unidentified 
German cruiser as a daring attack, 
avenging the sinking of the battle- 
ship Royal Oak, Oct. 14, by a sub- 
marine which penetrated the Scapa 
Flow naval base. Those lost on 
the Royal Oak numbered 810. 

They pointed out the Ursula was 
small, only 540 tons, and had 
dared to attack despite six de- 
| stroyers guarding the cruiser. 

The August navy list showed 
the Ursula was in command of 
Lieutenant-Commander G. C. Phil- 
lips. The under sea raider, of the 
| sixth Flotilla, was commissioned 
Oct. 29, 1938. 
| The Admiralty said its master re- 
| ported it “sank one Koeln class 
cruiser at the mouth of the Elbe 
River Thursday.” Details of the 
naval attack—linked with a heavy 
air attack on German naval bases 
—were not divulged, however. 

The German cruiser class con- 
sists of the Koeln, Koenigsberg and 
Karlsruhe, all 6000-ton warships 
with normal complements of 6571 
men each. 

All are capable of 32 knots, and 
each carries nine 5.9-inch guns, 12 
21-inch torpedo tubes and six 3.5- 
inch anti-aircraft guns, as well as 
two airplanes and light weapons. 

Comment on Graf Spee. 

New praise was given to crews 
of the British warships which 
drove the Graf Spee to cover in 
Montevideo, while it was an- 
nounced that the British casualty 
list in Wednesday's 14-hour battle 
was 72 dead and 31 wounded. The 
Graf Spee lost 36 men. 


First Lord of the Admiralty

The week end brought new losses 
to British and neutral shipping. 

Landing of a crew of 14, who 
spént seven hours in the open sea, 
disclosed the sinking of the 1162- 
ton British steamer Amble, which 
struck a mine in the North Sea. 

The London steamer Stanhrook, 
1383 tons, was given wp for lost 
after being long overdue in port. 


An unidentified Norwegian ship 
was reported sunk off the coast of 
Scotland, and another was aground 
near the northeast English coast. 

Eight crew men were reported 
missing in the sinking of the 321- 
ton Norwegian steamer Strindheim, 
and the crew of the Jotun, 534 tons, 
also Norwegian, was rescued after 
it ran ashore. 


While the Germans reported 
1,000,000 tons of shipping, bound to 
and from British ports, had been 
sunk during the war, Lioyd’s Ship- 
ping Gazette today said the British 
merchant loss was 100 vessels and 
404,005 tons. The publication said 
the total Allied losses were 113 
ships representing 474,405 tons, and 
that the Germans had lost 21 ships 
representing 103,736 tons.

The commander also was quoted 
as saying that the Finnish com- 
mand was convinced that a Rus- 
sian tank corps which recently at- 
tacked Salmijarvi, on the Norwe- 
gian border in the Petsamo region, 
northernmost Finland, had used a 
Norwegian road.

No Phony War. 


Whatever strange kind of slow- 
motion hostilities may be dragging 
along on the Western front, one 
needs very little time here to be 
convinced that this Russian-Finn- 
ish war is no phony.

DEBT THEORIES MADE TO ORDER. 
With the issuance of a half-billion dollars’ worth 
of new Treasury bonds, the national debt has leaped 
to nearly 42 billfon dollars, and Secretary Morgen- 
thau advises that the legal limit on the indebtedness 
should be boosted to 60-billions, Meanwhile, it is be- 
coming increasingly unpopular in “advanced” circles 
to suggest that the budget should ever be balanced. 
President Roosevelt was elected on a platform 
which denounced the Hoover deficits and called 


adopted the pump-priming theories of the unorthodox 
English economist, John Maynard Keynes. Mr. 
Keynes held that in times of business depression, 
governments should go into debt to finance public 
works and thus ameliorate the effects of deflation, 
repaying the debt when prosperity returned. 

But deficit financing, as practiced by the New 
Deal, failed to bring substantia] recovery. Accord. 
ingly, some of Keynes’ more ingenious disciples have 
revised his theory to fit the existing situation. 

Their theory is that capitalism has now reached 
a stagnant phase and cai. be kept alive only by 
artificial respiration in the form of continuing, 
cumulative deficits, the principal of which should 
never be repaid. They reject the theory that such 
deficits must eventually produce inflation, possibly 
wiping out the middle class and causing disorders 
which could be controlled only by a dictatorship. 

Finally, they hold that anyone who hopes for or 
believes we should even eventually return to a bal- 
anced budget is a hopeless conservative. Such is the 
view of the “progressive” economists, of whom Dr. 
Paul Sweezy of Harvard is representative. 

But the confusion of the ordinary citizen, who 
has trouble breaking away from the fundamentalism 
of the balanced budget, is confounded by the fact 
that the Fascist theorists of America are saying the 
same thing as Dr. Sweezy. Take this passage from 
a current essay by Lawrence Dennis, the No. 1 
Fascist theoretician of the country: 

The case for the practicability of fiscal and 
economic orthodoxy (balanced budgets) in the 
present-day world is simply untenable. It is 
politically impossible to raise taxes or cut ex- 
penditures enough to balance the budget and, 
at the same time, maintain a tolerable level 
of production and employment, not to mention 
national defense...Without going into the in- 
triguing uncertainties of future fiscal possi- 
bilities, concerning which there is no valid 
science to guide us, let us assume that relief 
deficits can make current stagnation bearable 
for a long time.

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HEYWOOD BROUN, NEWSPAPER MAN. 

Heywood Broun, columnist for the New York Post 
and president of the American Newspaper Guild, died 
today at the early age of 51, and journalism lost one 
of its most interesting and amazing figures. 

A tousled mountain of a man, Broun began his 
career as a baseball writer. From the beginning he 
was something more than a reporter. He was not 
content to record runs, hits and errors, or even to 
embroider them with his really charming style. 
Whether he wrote of a Broadway hit or from the 
trenches in Flanders, he wrote exceedingly well, as is 
demonstrated by one of his last columns, reprinted 
on this page. But that was not enough for him. 

Broun was always interested in the why of things. 
In addition to this curiosity, he had a great heart. 
So it was inevitable that he should become a cham- 


For instance, when a man goes into 
war, he is not told that there are mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of property that he 
should be patriotic enough to protect, but, | 
on the other hand, he is drilled and lec- 
tured on self-preservation.

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DISCRIMINATION IX HEALTH FUNDS. 
State Health Commissioner Harry F. Parker, under

He stopped in St. Lauis frequently for 
shaves. He went to Japan as an “ordinary tourist.” 
He was made a doctor of laws. He revived the log- 
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cabin tradition, for whatever it was worth. He was E 


cited for gallantry in baby-kissing. 

A liberal of sorts in the years of Hoover, the Vice- 
President has become the stern, 
of the conservatives who want a safe candidate on 
the Democratic side. He has kept pretty quiet out- 
wardly, but behind the scenes he has been no Throt- 
tlebottom.

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THOSE COUNTY COURT FINANCIERS. 

The Red Queeh, the Mad Hatter-and the March 
Hare have been constituted a special investigating 
committee to discover an explanation for the County 
Court’s loan of $35,000 of school money to Mr. and 
Mrs. Benjamin Multack. 

The law makes it clear that a loan like this shall 
not be more than 50 per cent of the value of the 
property on which it is made. No matter how the 
committee looks at the figures, it always comes to. 
the conclusion that the price paid for this Brent- 
wood tract was $17,465, rather than $26,500, as in- 
dicated by revenue stamps attached to the deed. And 
the committee just can’t find a way of making $35,000 
represent 50 per cent of $17,465. Further, it has 
come to this astute committee’s attention that an old 
mortgage on the property was paid off with $8000 
instead of $15,000, as had been represented to the 
Court. The committee is really annoyed to think that 
the Judges could so be taken in. 

So is Judge Clifford Corneli of the County Court. 
He says he thinks the loan is a good one, but the 
more he learns about it, the madder he gets. “Just 
like me,” comments the Hatter.

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FINISH OF THE GRAF SPEE. 

The scuttling of the Graf Spee off Montevideo was 
true to the law of strategy laid down by the Germans 
at Scapa Flow in 1919—Better destroy our ships than 
let them fall into the enemy’s hands. It was a dra- 
matic gesture, and a humanitarian one. 

Certainly the Nazi pocket battleship was hopelessly 
outclassed by the Allied naval power awaiting its 
emergence from shelter. Steaming out to battle 
would have been a defiant move, but it would have 
meant death for most of the 1000 men aboard. Sub- 
mission to internment, on the other hand, would have 
exposed German naval ‘secrets to discovery, and was 
doubtless rejected by Hitler as akin to surrender. 

Even so, it is an Allied victory, deny it though 
the German Propaganda Ministry may. A danger- 
ous raider is removed from the seas just as surely 
as if it had been sunk by British gunfire. Allied 
naval craft are released for pursuit of the Nazi ves- 
sels still at large. 

Berlin contends the Graf Spee had done all it was 
sent out to do, but can the German people be made 
to believe that a $20,000,000 war vessel is good for 
the destruction ‘of only nine merchant ships? Dr. 
Goebbels interpreted last week's battle off Urn- 
guay as a German victory, for the Spee had reached 
port “unscathed.” Since the Spee now is destroyed, 
the claim of victory is necessarily -wiped out. 

Plainly, the Germans must be impressed by this 
demonstration of how the pride of their navy has 
failed to cope with British maritime power. The 


seas, which hastened the Reich’s breakdown in the 
World War, has begun. Loss of the Spee may start 
a chain of thought within Germany that will bring 
peace nearer in the present conflict.

years, Italy has been my home. Though 
was not surprised by an event which I 
had predicted with confidence,.the refusal 
of Italy te fight for the Nazis, I was not 
prepared for the almost fanatic hatred of 
Germany which I met on my return to Italy 
after six weeks in wartime England. 
The Italians are enraged by the over-

bearing manner of the Germans who invad- 


ed Italy during the summer. They claim 
that Germany had undertaken not to make 
war for three years and that it is the Ger- 
mans, not the Italians, who have betrayed 
the axis. 

Count Ciano returned from Salzburg ex- 
asperated by Von Ribbentrop’s gaucherie: 
“We have sent for you,” said Ribbentrop, “to 
tell you what we have decided.” “One speaks 
like that,” an indignant Italian exclaimed to 
me, “to a hotel porter, not to a Foreign Min- 
ister.” : 

Anti-war propaganda is increasing, and 
the police do not seem to be making great 
efforts to suppress it. Shortly after the out- 
break of the war, two Italian students en- 
tered a fashionable restaurant in Milan, car- 
rying a large board and a saw. They placed 
the board on the small platform on which 
the orchestra was playing, and then proceed- 
ed very solemnly to saw the board in two. 

The guests were puzzled by this new caba- 
ret turn until suddenly they realized that the 
word “Asse” means not only “axis”. but 
“board of wood,” and as the Asse split into 
two, the significance of this charming rit- 
ual became clear, and all those present burst 
into loud applause. The students bowed po- 
litely and were escorted from the room by 
two smiling policemen, But their case never 
came before the courts, In July, they would 
have been sent to the Lipari Isles.

The Italians will not break the axis, at 


least not yet. They are none too easy about 
the Germans and dislike the possibility ot an 
ultimatum: “Either you fight for us or 
against us.” And they will not easily sac- 
rifice their “nuisance value,” for they hope, 
not unreasonably, that the French will be 
prepared to make concessions in return for 
neutrality. Moreover, they are anxious not 
to jeopardize their commercial future. 
There are many forms of neutrality. The 
presence of many Italian divisions on the 
French ‘frontier immobilizes French divi- 
sions which may be needed elsewhere, and 
is therefore a service to Germany. But the 
Italians are not averse to an Allied victory 
and the French have it in their power te 
transform the Italian neutrality into a 
neutrality hostile to Germany. “It is a 
mistake,” a prominent Italian remarked to 
me, “to take our neutrality for granted and 
to assume that we may even be induced. to 


fight for you in return for Djibouti and a 


seat on the board of the Suez Canal.”

The Yahgtze, main artery of 
ecommerce with the greater part of 
China, was closed to third-Power 
traffic in August, 1937, one month 
after the Japanese began fighting. 

Restrictions Mentioned. 

Now, said a Foreign Office com- 
munique, the Japanese forces “have 
decided to make preparations with 
a view to lifting the bar on navi- 
gation in the Yangtze from Nan- 
king downward under certain re- 
structions for the maintenance of 
peace and order and for military 
operations.” 

The decision, it was stated, re- 
gulted from the fact that “absolute 
military requirements calling for 
closure of the lower Yangtze area 
have become amenable to gradual

4. The ruling of the Council of 
Ministers represents a flagrant vio- 
lation of the aspirations to human- 
ize war which led to the signing 
of the aforementioned Hague con- 
vention. 

5. The evident discrepancy be- 
tween the conduct of the Uru- 
guayan people and (excepting the 
case mentioned in section 3) also 
authorities on one hand and the 
decision of the Council of Ministers 
on the other hand only becomes 
clear to me as the result of pres- 
sure by some interested party. 

I, for my part, even though such 
(tactics) had been within the pos- 
sibilities open to me, I have severe- 
ly avoided exerting any pressure.

6. Notwithstanding that I do not 
recognize the basis the Uruguayan 
Government has chosen, I shall re- 
spect also the term of stay fixed 
for me by this Government. 

But, due to the fact that Uru- 
guayan Government refuses me the 
possibility provided for by the 
Hague convention of putting my 
ship in condition to navigate, I am 
not disposed to deliver to the con- 
trol of this country the ship, which 
moreover has not suffered during 
battle with regard to its potential- 
ity to combat.

Needed Space ‘at Mur- 
mansk for Movement of 
Troops to Finland. 


BERLIN, Dec. 18 (AP).—Com- 
modore Adolf Ahrens, master of 
the German liner Bremen, in 
ed yesterday that the vessel was 
moved from its haven at Mur- 


mansk, Russia, at the request of 
the Russians after their invasion of 


Finland. 

Welcomed to Berlin in tribute to 
his feat of navigating the ship 
from Murmansk to its home port 
of Bremerhaven, he said the huge 
vessel practically had blocked the 
Murmansk harbor and the Rus- 
sians wanted the space. 

Russia used Murmansk as a base 
for troops employed in the attack 
on the Petsamo region, the ex- 
treme northern part of Finland. 
Ahrens also repeated his charge 
that the United States delayed the 
Bremen for 36 hours in New York 
harbor last August to enable the 
British to capture it. 

Referring to the thorough search 
by United States Government offi- 
cials, which retarded sailing of the 
Bremen just before Britain and 
France declared war on Germany, 
Ahrens said: 

“T said to myself that the Amer- 
icans had experience with the Brit- 
ish during the civil war and that 
this search (of the Bremen) for 
munitions was only a screen. 

“They were retarding the ship 
until war was declared. Then the 
British could catch me. I still be- 
lieve that.” 

Ahrens said two British cruisers 
were waiting for him outside New 
York harbor when he sailed on 
Aug. 30, only 36 hours before Ger- 
many invaded Poland and four 
days before Britain and France de- 
clared war on Germany. 

Besides the cruisers, Ahrens said, 
he had to pass the British com- 
mercial ship California. He set a 
southeast course from New York, 
“to fool the California, with all 
lights burning.” Then, when out of 
sight, he darkened the ship and 
the Bremen disappeared, not to be 
Seen again until it was found in 
Murmansk,

Former Premier Leon Blum, as 
leader of the Socialists, had sug- 
gested a secret debate in the cham- 
ber. Premier Daladier has neither 
accepted nor declined a secret dis- 
cussion of credits, but it is believed 
today that Blum will voluntarily 
waive his demand. 


Socialist Position. 


The Socialists have never voted 
war credits in the past, but today 
they are in a curious position. Their 
pacifism has been compromised by 
Blum’s insistence, before the war 
began, that France should support 
Poland against German aggression. 
Today they stand for the full prose- 
cution of the war and are likely to 
let the credits be passed without 
using the occasion to discuss how 
the war must be waged or eventual- 
ly a victorious peace be imposed. 

Indeed, the only defeatist propa- 
ganda in France comes from the 
extreme left and the extreme right, 
since Communist and Nazi agents 
are working together on peace of- 
fensives. 

While measures are being taken 
to protect the country from Com- 
munist agents, the Government is 
warning Frenchmen that German 
spies and agents are being dropped 
by parachutes behind the French 
lines. 7 

The activity of the German 
agents was discussed in the cham- | 
ber Saturday by Jean Ybarnegaray, | 
who called for energetic measures 
to combat them. Deputy-Editor 
Henri de Kerillis, in his newspaper 
L’Epoque, today complains that in- 
sufficient attention is being given 
to this demand and says that even 
in certain French newspapers it is 
possible for German agents to be 
insinuated. 

Adolf Hitler’s method of attack is

But we must not 
permit our emotions, either those 
aroused by the Russian invasion 
of Finland or by any other mani- 
festation of the workings of a for- 
eign “ideology,” to betray us into 
violation of guaranteed minority 
rights, : 

We want no “witch hunts” in the 
United States. That one was by A. 
Mitchell Palmer at the end of the 
last World War, when a Red was 
supposed to be lurking under ev- 
ery bed in America, was enough. 
It would be a good idea if all those 
who might be tempted to emulate 
Palmer would get out and read the 
excoriating opinion of the late Sen- 
ator Tom Walsh—certainly no Red 
or Pink—on the Palmer raids. 

If all this about the Bill of 
Rights sounds stuffy, translate it 
to read simply that a duty rests on 
the Dies committee to use its great 
powers with the most scrupulous 
regard for individual rights. By the 
same token, a duty rests on Con- 
gress to bring the committee up 
short when it starts to get out of 
bounds. Its methods up to now 
show how greatly it needs watch- 
ing.

OES continued watching of a 
moving picture strain the eyes? 
Authorities do not feel that 
motion pictures are any more harm- 
ful to the eyes than reading; per- 
haps less so. Our eyes are adapted 
to watching objects in motion and 
we do so from the time we are 
born. The quality of the film, the 
arrangement of the lighting, the 
mechanism of the motion and the 
position of the observer all are im- 
portant. If the screen pic 
ture is clear and distinct, and the 
screen is arranged so there is no 
glaring reflection, little strain re- 
sults. Films are retired from serv- 
ice after a reasonable amount of 
use and it is well that they are be- 
cause they become spotted and 
cracked in continued use. 

The position of the observer is 
very important. If he is too close 
to the screen, the pictures are 
blurred and confused, and more 
strain results.
